A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  July  17  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Raymond  Andrews  and  Executive  Secretary 
Carol  Adams.  Selectman  Barry  Denham  was  not  present 
for  the  meeting. 

Chairman  Lambalot  was  greeted  with  a  gallery  of 
familiar  faces  —  his  own  —  as  everyone  present  wished 
him  a  "Happy  Birthday"  while  holding  up  masks  made 
from  old  photographs  of  him.

Chairman  John  DeMello  to  discuss  drawing  up  some 
Conservation  By-Law  restrictions  in  the  wake  of  the 
recent  Eel  Pond  project  controversy.

could  be  drawn  up  so  something  like  Eel  Pond  doesn't 
happen  again,"  Ms.  Thackeray  said.  "The  thing  that 
surprised  me  the  most  was  that  there  were  no  by-laws  in 
place  ...  it's  just  surprising  that  a  home  could  be  built  so 
close  to  Eel  Pond,  with  nothing  to  protect  it." 

"If  we  had  some  existing  rules  and  regulations  in 
place,  certain  things  wouldn't  have  happened  (with  Eel 
Pond),"  Mr.  Briggs  added.  "Our  thought  was  we  could 
work  with  the  ConCom  through  the  chain  of  command  ...

Both  the  Selectmen  and  Mr.  DeMello  agreed  that 
they  could  look  into  existing  "model  by-laws"  through 
such  organizations  as  the  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay 
(CBB),  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  (BBP),  or  the  Southeast 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
(SRPEDD)  for  examples  of  how  to  prepare  such  by-laws 
for  next  year's  Annual  Town  Meeting.  In  fact,  the 
Executive  Director  of  SRPEDD,  Steve  Smith,  was  present 
for  a  later  appointment  that  evening  and  suggested  they 
consult  SRPEDD's  website  (www.srpedd.org)  for  about 
two  dozen  by-law  models  which  have  been  posted  from 
other  communities.

In  order  to  help  control  this  rapid  growth, 
SRPEDD  has  established  the  "Vision  2020"  Task  Force  to 
set  "an  agenda  for  the  future"  and  come  up  with  a 
"Regional  Agreement  to  Manage  Growth."  The 
organization  is  not  against  growth  per  se,  they  merely 
want  to  help  member  communities  direct  and  manage 
this  blossoming  expansion.

But  Planning  Board  Chairman  Bob  Rogers  said  he 
would  like  to  influence  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  deny  the 
pending  variance,  claiming  that  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  overlay  district  was  to  restrict  the  location 
of  telecommunication  towers  in  town  —  a  move  that  was 
unanimously  endorsed  by  Town  Meeting  voters. 

"The  feeling  we  got  was  that  the  townspeople 
wanted  to  be  restrictive/'  Mr.  Rogers  said.  "We  wanted  to 
be  as  restrictive  as  possible  but  give  (companies)  the 
leeway  allowed  in  the  law.  The  thinking  was  that  this  will 
force  them  to  go  the  other  route  and  place  towers  on 
existing  structures.  I  would  hope  the  Board  of  Appeals 
upholds  the  decision  of  Town  Meeting  voters  and  rejects 
the  (AT&T)  variance  application.  As  far  as  I'm  concerned, 
the  zoning  isn't  broken  ...  I  hope  there's  not  a  lot  of 
consideration  being  given  to  granting  the  variance." 

"I'm  in  favor  of  seeing  what  we  can  do  to  bring 
the  cell  towers  under  the  control  of  one  board,"  Selectman 
Andrews  said.  "I'd  like  to  see  it  under  the  control  of  the 
Planning  Board." 

Everyone  agreed  that  this  matter  warrants  further 
discussion,  and  Selectman  Andrews  said  he'd  like  to 
reschedule  with  some  of  the  telecommunication  "experts" 
to  seek  their  opinions  on  the  technology  and  the  best 
route  for  locating  them  throughout  town.

report,  Mr.  Huntoon  told  the  board  that  he  had  received 
several  complaints  regarding  the  Rochester  Circus  signs 
that  have  remained  on  telephone  poles  throughout  town. 
He  suggests  that  someone  removes  them,  as  well  inform 
the  people  who  post  them  to  facilitate  the  removal  process 
next  year  by  using  fewer  staples. 

Next,  under  his  report,  Mr.  Huntoon  told  the 
board  that  he  had  spoken  with  Susan  Adams  who 
expressed  her  concern  regarding  the  cell  towers  in  the 
town.

change  the  name  of  proposed  street  Weigel  Lane  to  that  of 
Herring  Brook  Lane.

volunteers  who  went  door  to  door  were  very  helpful,  and 
that  they  sought  help  from  the  Selectmen.  She  also  added 
that  she  will  be  interested  to  see  "how  close  they  come  to 
our  figures."

However,  he  claims  that  it  is  a  well-populated  residential 
area  with  children  and  families. 

The  concern  from  the  Board  seemed  to  be  that  his 
concerns,  albeit  genuine,  were  perhaps  too  late.

Patients'  Bill  of  Rights  Passes 

State  Representative  William  Straus  (D- 
Mattapoisett)  announced  recently  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  unanimously  accepted  a  report  from  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Managed  Care  Reform, 
establishing  new  protections  for  citizens  enrolled  in 
managed  care  organizations.  This  bill  is  intended  to  give 
doctors  and  patients  more  leverage  in  dealing  with 
HMOs. 

The  bill,  which  includes  language  for  patient 
protections,  safeguards  for  when  a  health  care  institution 
is  purchased  by  a  for-profit  company,  and  a  study  of 
comprehensive  health  care  for  the  uninsured,  received 
near  final  approval  by  the  House  and  was  sent  to  the 
Senate  for  its  approval  before  going  to  the  Governor. 

The  original  version  of  the  Patients'  Bill  of  Rights 
included  two  of  Representative  Straus'  floor  amendments. 
The  first  created  a  comprehensive  review  process  for 
disputes  between  patients,  doctors,  and  their  HMOs.  The

Straus  proposal  is  reflected  in  the  Conference 
Committee's  creation  of  the  Office  of  Patient  Protection. 
Currently,  patients  are  unable  to  dispute  certain  medical 
decisions  that  are  issued  by  their  HMOs,  including  denial 
of  coverage  or  refusal  to  pay  claims,  and  this  legislation 
allows  patients  to  take  their  disputes  to  an  independent 
panel  of  health  care  consultants. 

The  legislation  also  reflects  Representative  Straus' 
original  efforts  to  limit  the  amount  of  time  HMOs  are 
allowed  to  act  on  certain  decisions.  This  time  limit  is 
extremely  important  because  currently  some  health  plans 
can  delay  action  indefinitely  instead  of  acting  on  patient 
appeals.

TRAINING  YOUR  PUPPY 

My  puppy  is  3  montlis  old  and  still  poops  in  the  house.  What  can  I 
do? 

Use  a  crate.  Puppies  come  to  think  of  a  crate  as  their  own  room, 
not  a  prison.  The  puppy  goes  into  the  crate  last  thing  at  night 
after  being  walked  and  is  taken  outside  the  first  thing  in  the 
morning.  After  each  meal  the  pup  goes  outside  to  the  same  spot 
with  adult  supervision  and  receives  praise  after  elimination. 
The  pup  should  stay  in  he  crate  during  the  day  when  he  is  not 
interacting  with  family  members.  He  should  go  outside  every 
30-60  minutes  when  he  is  free  in  the  house.  Most  dogs  are 
housebroken  by  6  monhs. 

When  can  I  start  teaching  him  tricks? 

Start  immediately!  Have  short  training  sessions  of  1-2  minutes, 
10-30  times  daily.  Start  with  "come,  sit,  stay"  and  then  add 
other  tricks  as  you  desire.  Heal  is  important  with  a  large  breed 
pup.  If  the  dog  walks  ahead  of  you  on  a  leash,  rum  around  and 
start  walking  in  the  opposite  direction.  Raise  the  pup  con- 
stantly when  he/she  is  walking  without  pulling.

Sixty  artists  coming  from  all  over  New  England 
and  as  far  away  as  California  participated  in  the  juried  art 
show,  which  primarily  focused  on  fine  art.

League  of  Women  Voters 

In  this  season  of  endings  and  beginnings,  as  high 
schools  and  colleges  celebrate  commencement,  other 
active  groups  also  mark  the  close  of  one  busy  year  and 
plan  for  another  that  will  start  in  September.  At  their 
recent  Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner,  members  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  of  Marion/ Mattapoisett/ 
Rochester  thanked  outgoing  board  members,  elected  new 
ones,  and  approved  a  new  local  study. 

Mary  Schmidek  and  Claire  Russell  will  serve  as 
co-presidents,  succeeding  past  co-presidents  Debby  Bush 
and  Eunice  Manduca. 

The  League's  new  education  study  will  be  an 
examination  and  evaluation  of  the  financial,  academic, 
and  political  effects  on  the  three  member  towns  of 
adopting  full  regionalization,  pre-Kindergarten  through 
Grade  12,  in  the  Old  Rochester  School  District.  To 
participate  in  the  study,  League  membership  is  not 
required,  and  the  study  committee  is  particularly  eager  to 
include  people  from  all  three  towns. 

At  present,  the  regional  senior  and  junior  high 
schools  are  governed  by  a  school  committee  of  members 
elected  from  each  of  the  three  towns.  Local  schools  (pre-K 
through  Grade  6)  are  governed  by  locally-elected 
committees.  The  grade  schools  and  the  secondary  schools 
employ  the  same  superintendent,  and  share  other 
personnel  including  the  district-wide  Special  Education 
Director  and  Cafeteria  Manager.  All  grade  schools  have 
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The  Backyard  Bird  &  More  Store 
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similar  curriculum  goals  and  standards,  intended  to 
prepare  students  from  all  three  towns  to  begin  seventh 
grade  together  on  an  equal  footing. 

The  League's  study  will  include  consideration  of 
what  the  effect  of  full  regionalization  might  mean  on 
teacher  contracts,  assignment  of  students,  school 
transportation,  state  school  aid,  the  election  of  school 
committee  members,  and  other  topics.  Participation  in  the 
research  and  evaluation  will  be  a  unique  opportunity  for 
interested  parents  and  taxpayers  from  all  three  towns  to 
become  informed  and  involved.  No  affiliation  with  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  is  required.

land  Ian  McKellen.  Directed  by 
Bryan  Singer.  Running  time:  104 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  PG-13.  At 
Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth  Mall 
and  Flagship  Cinemas  in  New  Bedford. 

At  some  level,  X-Men — the  comic  book 
and  the  new  movie  it  has  spawned  —  is,  has 
been,  and  always  will  be  adolescent  hokum, 
but  it's  adolescent  hokum  that  can  get  around 
your  shields  and  get  to  you.  When  writer 
Chris  Claremont  gave  the  X-Men  comic  a 
makeover  in  the  mid-'70s,  he  knew  exactly 
how  to  turn  it  into  a  fan  favorite:  tap  into  the 
averagecomic-bookreader'sfeelingsofbeing 
misunderstood,  ridiculed,  alienated  from  the 
popular  crowd.  The  noble  mutants  — 
superheroes  born  with  uncanny  powers,  and 
persecuted  by  society  for  it — were  stand-ins 
for  their  audience.  Whether  X-Men  can 
connect  with  a  summer-blockbuster  audience 
on  the  same  metaphoric  level  remains  to  be 
seen,  but  it  deserves  to;  it's  probably  the  most 
fully-rounded  and  satisfying  bit  of  popcorn 
entertainment  we've  gotten  this  summer,  or 
are  likely  to  get. 

The  movie  opens,  oddly  enough,  in  a 
Holocaust  setting;  we  witness  a  young  boy, 
who  will  grow  up  to  be  the  vengeful  Magneto 
(Ian  McKellen),  traumatically  separatedrrom 
his  parents  by  Nazi  soldiers.  Manifesting  his 
powers.theyoungMagnetocausesthecamp's 
iron  gates  to  bend.  Some  will  question 
whether  Holocaust  imagery  should  be  used 
to  spruce  up  a  summer  comic-book  movie, 
but  the  moment  has  surprising  power;  so 
does  much  of  the  rest  of  the  film.  Director 
Bryan  Singer  (The  UsualSuspects^Apt Pupil), 
who  has  never  workedon  a  blockbuster  scale 
before,  tosses  off  the  special -effects  scenes  — 
they're  necessary,  but  he's  not  all  that  crazy 
about  them  —  and  focuses,  believe  it  or  not, 
on  the  personalities  and  philosophies  in 
conflict. 

Mutants  are  under  attack;  the  self- 
righteous  Senator  Kelly  (Bruce  Davison), 
using  rhetoric  straight  out  of  Joe  McCarthy's 
playbook,  calls  for  all  mutants  to  be  registered 
("Would  you  want  your  children  to  go  to 
school  with  mutants?  Be  taught  by 
mutants?").  Magneto,  who  has  seen  this  sort 
of  thing  before,  mistrusts  humans  and  sees 
the  conflict  as  a  war  that  mutants  must  win  in 
order  to  survive.  His  opposite,  Professor 
Charles  Xavier  (Patrick  Stewart),  is  more 
optimistic — he  runs  a  privateschool  devoted 


to  helping  young  mutants  refine  their  "gifts" 
for  the  greater  good.  AmongXavier's  recruits 
are  Wolverine  (Hugh  Jackman),  a  brutal 
scrapper  with  claws  that  pop  out  of  his  fists; 
Storm  (Halle  Berry),  who  commands  the 
weather;  Cyclops  (James  Marsden),  whose 
eyes  shoot  lethal  lasers;  Jean  Grey  (Famke 
Janssen),  a  budding  telepath;  and  Rogue 
(Anna  Paquin),  whose  touch  robs  people  of 
their  essence  and/or  mutant  abilities. 

Singer  deftly  sets  up  each  character  in  a 
way  that  establishes  their  powers  and 
personalities  (Wolverine  is  a  cynical  loner; 
Cyclops  is  a  stiff;  and  so  on)  lightly  and 
quickly,  and  then  gets  on  to  the  next  thing.  As 
summer  movies  go,  X-Men  is  remarkably 
crisp  and  economical ;  it's  not  overawed  by  its 
own  special  effects,  even  when  an  unfortunate 
character's  too,  too  solid  flesh  melts,  thaws, 
and  resolves  itself  into  a  dew.  The  acting  is 
also  a  lot  better  than  it  had  to  be,  though  I 
wish  Ian  McKellen 's  saturnine  Magneto  had 
more  lively  henchmen  to  bounce  his  wit  off 
of;  his  minions  (Tyler  Mane's  animalistic 
Sabretooth,  Ray  Park's  tongue-lashing  Toad, 
and  Rebecca  Romijn-Stamos'  shape-shifting 
Mystique)  have  little  or  no  dialogue. 

Singer  and  McKellen  worked  magic 
together  in  Apt  Pupil—  another  movie  that 
used  the  Holocaust  as  a  jumping-off  point 
quite  effectively — and  McKellen  approaches 
this  comic-book  villain  (with  the  rather 
embarrassing  pronunciation  "Mag-neato") 
without  a  scrap  of  condescension  or  even 
conscious  hamming.  The  role  doesn't  take 
dignity  away  from  him;  he  gives  dignity  to 
the  role,  and  to  the  film.  Like  the  misbegotten 
Battlefield  Earth,  the  movie  ends  with  the 
promise  of  more  to  come  (there's  a  terrific 
final  scene  between  Xavier  and  Magneto), 
but  in  this  case  you  wantto  see  more.  Bryan 
Singer  brings  a  casual  touch  to  blockbuster 
wizardry,  as  in  a  charming  classroom  scene 
when  one  bored  mutant  idly  makes  a  fireball 
and  another  bored  student  turns  it  into  an 
iccball.  X-Men  shows  every  sign  of  being  a 
smart,  truly  magical  adventure-movie  series 
—  if  there's  an  audience  for  it.

Quick-and-Easy  Meatloaf

1  pound  lean  ground  beef  or 
ground  chuck 

8  ounces  dried  bread  crumbs 

2  eggs 

1/2  green  pepper 

1-cup  mushroom  slices 

1/2  small  Vidalia  onion 

8  strips  bacon 

1  cup  water 

1  -T  Worcestershire  sauce 

Favorite  barbecue  sauce 

Preheat  oven  to  350  degrees.  While 
the  oven  is  warming,  drop  the  ground 
beef  into  a  large  mixing  bowl.  Add 
the  dried  bread  crumbs  and  eggs. 
Using  your  hands,  mix  together  the 
beef  and  the  bread  crumbs,  squishing 
together  and  then  forming  a  large  ball 
repeatedly  until  the  ingredients  are 
well-combined.  When  the  main 
ingredients  are  well-mixed,  clean  the 
green  pepper,  mushrooms  and  onion 
and  dice  into  small  pieces.  Add  the 
green  peppers,  vegetables  and  mush- 
rooms to  the  ground  beef  and  add  the 
eggs,  Worcestershire  sauce  and  water. 
Again,  using  your  hands,  knead  the 
ground  beef  and  other  ingredients 
togetfur  and  form  into  a  ball  and 
repeat  until  the  ingredients  are  evenly 
distributed.  When  they  are,  separate 
the  ingredients  into  two  large  balls 
and  form  each  into  an  oval  shape.
